Over Coal Bill 


Washington, Sept? 8.—Further 


debate over provisions of the facts 
finding coal commission bill 'which 
•would direct a study of the ques- 
tion of naturalization of the mines 
was in prospect today when the 
senate resumed consideration of 
the measure.
